The- more people learn about 
the facts of Communist rule as 
opposed to Marxist and Lenin 
ideology, the more they want to 
be free of it. 

But what affronts many Amer- 
icans is that these same persons 
want also to be equally free of 
American influence. 

It should not affront us. 
ourselves, are not content with 
our own image. Our jammed 
mental institutions; our juvenile 
problems; our _ preoccupation 
with ‘‘success’’; our retreat from 
anything intelle#tual—these are 
but a few of the facets of our 
image which are ugly even to 
us. 

We ~have done more for the 
mass-man than communism 
promises. We are one of two na- 
tions who tax wealth to create 
hospitals, old age care, unem- 
plovment insurance, free schools, 
and care of the crippled and 
blind. Our system has produced 
a surplus of food and fibers. 
That of the Soviets has some- 
how missed in every respect, 
in the techniques ‘and methods as 
in its appeal to man’s instincts 
and pride. 


With agonizing slowness, 
pace of which 
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Materialistic 


Yet, one of the most successful 
bits of propaganda used against 
us is that we are a materialistic 
people. We cannot escape the 
evidence our image reflects this 
fact. We bang too many cym- 
bals. We set up too many 
golden calves. The smoke from 
their altars conceals the crowd- 
ed churches; the friendly, gen- 
uine people, the concern for all 
human needs. 

We are not satisfied with our 
own . image. 

There is no reason why other 
nations should not wish to work 
out their own political and 
social system—free of the Soviet 
Union and the United States. 

Whether we wish it or not— 
this is what they are going to 
try and do. 

Japan, for example, already 
is moving more rapidly toward 
the ‘‘neutralism’’ as best ex- 
pressed by India. And Japan, 
even more than Formosa, an 
integral part of our defense 
perimeter. 

There is much to recommend 
the approach which has. worked 
so well, if with®painful slow- 
ness, in Europe. 

There is the other approach. 

It seems most important the 
people should know what it is. 

Sincere men, who are mem- 
bers of our Chiefs of Staff, 
believe we should not. stand 
aloof if an attack made on 
either, or both, the coastal 
jands just off the Red Chinese 
coast Matsu and Quemoy. 

They recommend we strike an 
immediate heavy blow of retal- 
jation. It would have as _ its 
objective one \ wide = smash, 
which would use conventional 
bombs and the small, strategic 
atom explosives. (But not the 
hydrogen or the actual atom 
bombs).

The idea of such a retaliatory 
attack would be to destroy, if 
possible, and badly cripple for 
sure, the Red Chinese air fields, 
power plants, industries, har- 
bors, rail lines. 

Put briefly, the idea would be 
swiftly to reduce her capacity 
to make war. 

If we do this will the Russians 
come in? 

The President does not think 
so.

You ali know the story of Ol’ Blue, the catfish 
that’s broken the lines and hearts of fishermen 
on every river in America — he ween 100 
pounds and would feed a » 
family a whole season.
